He told rfporlcr.-; that he 
would .stay on the South Sea hlatid "unlil 
condition.-! chanKe here." 

A few year.i »Ro .luch a departure wntiUl 
have gone almo.'it unnoticed, A .■ilfth of envy 
for lost youth and lout daring probably 
would have .lummed up the average reaction, 
Bui today, somehow. lt'.i different. 

The Japs didn't i!Pt to Tahiti. Bui they Kot 
to niani' i.iland.'; like U^lalnml.-; an remotr 
and so little known out-slde of fiction that, 
before the war. they .-loemed more e.scapl-st 
symbols than physical realities. 

But they were real enotigh. as tho.'je Amer- 
icans found who went there In pursuit of 
the Japa, Mnybp Bob Smith wa,i there. Any- 
■ way. he mu.st have heard a Rood bit about 
them, as the rest of us did. These South Sea 
Islands weren't quite the "paradl.ie" we had 
Imaftlned. There wa,! searlnft heat, we learned, 
and steaming heat and drcnchlnK rains, 
and bUR.i and nmells and other thlnps more 
uncomfortable than picturesque. 

A lot of Americans died in the South Sen.*;. 
They paid a price ncccvsary to free the 
Islands from the threat of war and the bale- 
ful prwpect of Japanese "co -prosperity." In 
doing so. they al.io paid a price to free their 
own country from the same threat. 

But their comrades .-survived to come back 
to that country, and to the homes they had 
dreamed of. They came birclc in triumph to 
,itart a new lite among their grateful coun-. 
trymen. The world vtax free, the tyrants were 
dead or defeated, victory wa,i won. and the 
victors would chcrl.sh their freedom with 
Rreater devotion bccau,se of the blood that 
was shed to preserve It, 

All that sounds a little effUBivc and emo- 
tional today. But It Ls the sort of thing that 
most of us were thinking a year ago. But 
not today. Today our minds are full of aelflsh- 
ncM and suspicion and recrimination. We 
fume and damn over strikes and shortages. 
Wo are beginning to resign ourselves to the 
possibility of another war. 

Is it surprising, then, that a lad named Bob 
Smith, young, confu.ied, discouraged and dis- 
illusioned, started out alone on a 3.500-mlle 
Journey In a little boat? It shouldn't be sur- 
prLsing, because wo sent him away — not our 
neighbor, or somebody In Washington, or 
.somebody ^lac whom we blame for the state 
of the country, but all of us. 

We .should bo ashamed. Individually and 
collectively. We should be ashamed Dccau.ie 
too many of us have done Just what Bob 
Smith did, except that we haven't run away 
physically. We can forgive It in an 18-year- 
old kid. who had been promised peace and 
prosperity and a better world for helping to 
fight and wtn the war. But we stay-at-homes, 
we who are supposedly older and wiser, have 
no excuse. 

Wo have run away, too many of us, by re- 
fusing to think realistically and ua-ieKL-ihly. 
by surrendering to pcwImLsm. by pn.-;slng the 
buck. We have forgotten the lives .spent in 
liberating those South Sen Islands where onre 
'-people u-sed to go to "get away from It all." 
But we have created a confused mess out of 
vlctorj' that has sent a 'sadly disappointed 
boy away from home and a country which is 
still, truly, the land of opportunity and the 
greatest country In the world. 



APOLOGY ACCEPTED 
Admiral Halsey has explained and apolo- 
gized for an ill-considered remark made in an 
Interview a few weeks back, in which he re- 
ferred to the atomic bomb as a "toy." and Im- 
plied that It had been used only became the 
sclcntisLs had this new "toy" and wanted to 
try It, "Toy," the admiral now says. Is Navy 
alang for any new weapon. 

Probably it would be well to accept the 
admiral's explanation and lay the blame for 
the whole incident on the fact that wc may bo 
itubjecting some of our public figures to too 
much publicity. This secma especially true In 
the case of .\ome military men, whaie lifetime 
absorption In the science of war hasn't loft 
them time to be experts on everything under 
tho sun. 

It has become almast a necessity for public 
figures to .say something significant and ar- 
resting, not only In every .<;peech but In every 
interview. And perhap.-; some of them let 
themselves In for too many of both. Thus we 
have seen well-lovod heroes like Admiral Hal- 
sey and the late General Patton take the edge 
off their deservedly high rcputatlon.i with a 
few thoughtless and hasty words. 

So maybe it would be well If some of these 
public figures learned the value of the pol- 
itician's life-saving phra-ie. "No comment"— 
even if Itlncant that wc had a trifle less copy 
for the paper the next day.
